AN ACT Rel ating to parent and child health services provided by the
departnment of health; anendi ng RCW43.70.080 and 43.70.010; and addi ng
a new section to chapter 43.70 RCW

BE | T ENACTED BY THE LEG SLATURE OF THE STATE OF WASHI NGTON:

Sec. 1. RCW 43.70.080 and 1989 1st ex.s. ¢ 9 s 201 are each
anmended to read as foll ows:

The powers and duties of the departnent of social and health
services and the secretary of social and health services under the
followi ng statutes are hereby transferred to the departnent of health
and the secretary of health: Chapters 16.70, 18.20, 18.46, 18.71,
18.73, 18.76, 69.30, 70.28, 70.30, 70.32, 70.33, 70.50, 70.58, 70.62,
70.83, 70.83B, 70.90, 70.98, 70.104, 70.116, 70.118, 70.119, 70.119A,
70.121, 70.127, 70.142, and 80.50 RCW More specifically, the
followng prograns and services presently admnistered by the
departnment of social and health services are hereby transferred to the
departnment of health:

(1) Personal health and protection prograns and rel ated managenent
and support services, including, but not limted to: | mruni zati ons
tubercul osis; sexually transmtted diseases; AIDS, diabetes control
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primary health care; cardiovascular risk reduction; kidney disease;
regi onal genetic services; newborn netabolic screening; sentinel birth
defects; cytogenetics; comuni cabl e di sease epidem ol ogy; and chronic
di sease epi dem ol ogy;

(2) Environnental health protection services and rel ated managenent
and support services, including, but not limted to: Radi ati on,
including X-ray control, radioactive materials, uranium mlls, |ow
| evel waste, energency response and reactor safety, and environnental
radi ation protection; drinking water; toxic substances; on-site sewage;
recreational water contact facilities; food services sanitation;
shellfish; and general environnmental health services, including
school s, vectors, parks, and canps;

(3) Public health | aboratory;

(4) Public health support services, including, but not limted to:
Vital records; health data; |ocal public health services support; and
heal th education and i nformation;

(5) Licensing and certification services including, but not limted
t o: Health and personal care facility survey, construction review,
energency nedi cal servi ces, | aboratory quality assurance, and
accommodat i ons surveys; and

(6) Effective January 1, 1991, parent and child health services and
rel ated nmanagenent support services, including, but not limted to:
Mat ernal and infant health; child health; parental health; nutrition;
handi capped children's services; famly planning including screening,
testing, and treatnent of sexually transmtted diseases; adolescent
pregnancy services; high priority infant tracking; early intervention;
parenti ng education; prenatal regionalization; and power and duties
under RCW 43. 20A. 635. The director of the office of financial
managenent may recomrend to the legislature a delay in this transfer,
if it is determned that this tinme frame is not adequate.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 2. A new section is added to chapter 43.70 RCW
to read as foll ows:

(1) In order to pronote healthy birth outcomes and reduce the
nunmber of unintended pregnancies, Wshington state reaffirns its
comm tment to encourage health plan coverage of famly planning as an
essential conponent of the health care system and to provide public
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health funding for preventive famly planning services for wonen and
men with famly incones up to two hundred fifty percent of the federal
poverty | evel.

(2) Wthin funds appropriated specifically for this purpose, the
departnent of health shall provide, through its contracted local famly
pl anning agencies, famly planning services to wonen and nen in
accordance with eligibility requirenments established by the departnent.
Funds appropriated to the departnent for this purpose shall be used to
provide famly planning services to nmen and wonen not otherw se
eligible for famly planning services under the nedicaid program
adm ni stered under chapter 74.09 RCW and for famly planning services
not otherw se covered by the nedicaid programunder chapter 74.09 RCW

Sec. 3. RCW 43.70.010 and 1995 c¢ 269 s 2201 are each anmended to
read as foll ows:

As used in this chapter, unless the context indicates otherw se:

(1) "Assessnent"” neans the regular collection, analysis, and
sharing of information about health conditions, risks, and resources in
a comunity. Assessnent activities identify trends in illness, injury,
and death and the factors that may cause these events. They al so
identify environmental risk factors, community concerns, community
heal th resources, and the use of health services. Assessnent includes
gathering statistical data as well as conducting epidem ologic and
ot her investigations and eval uations of health energencies and specific
ongoi ng heal th probl ens;

(2) "Board" neans the state board of health;

(3) "Departnent” neans the departnent of health;

(4) "Famly planning services" neans the provision of effective
ri sk reduction education and counseling; preventive nedical exans and
testing; screening, testing, and treatnent of sexually transmtted
di seases; cancer screening; contraceptive supplies and devices; and
sterilization counseling and services;

(5) "Policy devel opnment” neans the establishnment of social norns,
organi zati onal guidelines, operational procedures, rules, ordinances,
or statutes that pronote health or prevent injury, illness, or death;
and
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((65))) (B6) "Secretary" nmeans the secretary of health.
